This  bibliographical  survey,  which  offers  classified  lists  of  Chinese 
documentary  collections,  books  and  periodical  literature,  is  prepared  for 
the  use  of  graduate  students  at  Harvard  interested  in  the  history  of  Ameri- 
can-Chinese relations.    All  collections  and  books  followed  by  a  call  num- 
ber are  to  be  found  in  the  Chinese- Japanese  Library  at  the  Harvard -Yenching 
Institute,  unless  otherwise  indicated.    Not  all  the  periodical  articles  are 
available  at  Harvard ,  since  many  were  extracted  from  Chinese  periodical  in- 
dexes.   We  have,  however ,  made  a  direct  check  of  twenty-one  selected  periodi- 
cals (See  Appendix  C) . 

In  preparing  this  survey,  we  have  made  an  extensive  search  of  the  fol - 
lowing  sources:

h*    Twenty-one  selected  learned  journals  and  magazines  (s ae  Appendix  C). 
No  attempt  has  been  made  to  evaluate  the  individual  items,  but  frequent 
references  are  made  to  the  annotated  bibliographies  of  Fairbank  and  Liu  (l . 
1 .1 ) ,  Teng  and  Biggerstaff  (1.1.2)  and  Fairbank  and  Banno  (5.3 .6) ,  and  to 
Fairbank  *  s  Ch  ^  ing  Documents,  An  Introductory  Syllabus  (2.1.1) .    In  addition, 
an  effort  has  been  made  to  include  a  number  of  relevant  bibliogrjaphical  aids 
and  studies  in  Western  languages. 

Attention  is  called  to  sections  5 • 1-2, where  information  is  given  on  the 
use  of  the  Chinese  collection  at  Harvard,  and  on  the  problem  of  searching 
for  books  at  other  Far  Eastern  libraries  in  the  United  States.    Section  4 
gives  a  selected  list  of  learned  journals,  magazines ' and  newspapers  available 
at  Harvard  which  contain  materials  on  American-Chinese  relations.    Note  also 
sections  2.10-11  and  5*3,  which  deal  with  libraries,  archives  and  recent  pub- 
lications in  East  Asia.

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Since  the  study  of  American-Chinese  relations  entails  the  use  of  his- 
torical literature  in  Chinese,  we  have  presented  in  Part  I  a  general  guide 
to  research  tools  and  materials.    Readers  are  reminded  that  entries  in  Part 

1  are  basic  to  the  use  of  works  and  materials  in  parts  11  and  III,  Section 

2  offers    a  most  valuable  body  of  original  sources  in  the  form  of  documen- 
tary publications,  source  books  and  collected  works  of  individuals.    For  some 
areas  of  American-Chinese  relations,  such  as  the  late  Ch，ing  effort  at  adopting 
Western  technology,  the  anti-missionary  movements,  diplomatic  history  and  Chi- 
nese government  policy  in  general,  these  documentary  collections  offer  the 
best  opportunity  for  monographic  research. 

It  must  be  emphasized,  however ,  that  most  of  these  documentary  sources 
pertain  to  the  period  before  1912.    Since  American-Chinese  relations  assumed 
ever  greater  importance  in  the  twentieth  century,  it  is  obvious  that  we  must 
make  the  best  use  of  such  original  sources  as  do  exist  for  this  later  period. 
For  such  topics  as  the  Chinese  image  of  the  United  States,  American  influence 
on  modern  Chinese  thought,  and  even  on  more  concrete  matters  such  as  educa- 
tion and  social  reform,  there  is  ample  documentation  in  Chinese  awaiting  the 
historian.    Since  the  massive  diplomatic  archives  at  Taipei  (sae  5«3 )  are 
now  being  opened  to  scholars,  it  is  hoped  that  the  study  of  Chinese  foreign 
policy  in  the  Republican  period  will  soon  be  developed.    Moreover,  insofar 
as  Chinese  anti-f oreignism  has  been  a  major  factor  in  the  evolution  of  Ameri- 
can-Chinese relations,  periodical  literature  which  reflects  public  opinion 
is  a  source  of  great  importance.    In  sections  11,  13-14,  and  l$-l6  will  be 
found  numerous  articles  taken  from  twenty-one  Chinese  periodicals  repre- 
senting a  wide  range  of  views • 

In  compiling  this  bibliography,  we  have  been  greatly  impressed  by  the 
numerous  research  opportunities  the  materials  afford •    The  Chinese  side  of 
American -Chinese  relations  has  been  largely  neglected  by  scholars  in  the 
past,  and  we  hope  that  this  bibliographical  aid  will  encourage  the  study  of 
such  topics  as  the  background  of  Chinese  policy  toward  the  United  States, 
the  origins  of  the  Chinese  anti-foreign  movement ,  the  effects  of  American 
trading  and  proselytizing  activities  in  China,  Chinese  merchants  and  laborers 
in  the  United  States,  and  the  role  of  American-educated  Chinese  in  the  de- 
velopment of  modern  China,  to  mention  only  a  few  of  the  major  areas  awaiting 
exploration. 


Although  the  great  bulk  of  the  material  listed  in  this  volume  was  pub- 
lished before  1941,  we  have  included  works  published  after  that  date  which 
deal  with  history  before  1941.    Within  this  category  fall  a  total  of  100 
Chinese  Communist  publications;  some  are  major  documentary  publications; 
others  present  garbled  extracts;  still  others  are  merely  political  dia- 
tribes in  the  guise  of  history,    Jt  should  be  noted,  however ,  that  the  Com— 
rnunist  historians  are  making  a  systematic  effort  to  present  .the  history  of 
American-Chinese  relations  according  to  their  lights.    They  are  no  doubt 
motivated  by  the  fact  that  the  United  States  has  been  their  major  opponent 
in  the  "cold  war"  and  is  therefore  a  special  target  for  vilification.  But 
as  one  reads  the  Communist  histories  of  "American  aggression  in  China,"  one 
cannot  but  feel  that  Peking » s  real  aim  is  to  wipe  out  the  We stern -oriented 
ideas  which  must  still  exist  among  Chinese  who  received  their  education  in 
the  first  half  of  the  century. 

Since  the  business  of  history  is  not  just  to  answer  propaganda ,  these 
politically-inspired  works  from  mainland  China  need  not  goad  us  to  retort. 
But  it  is  particularly  noteworthy  that  the  Communist  works  on  American- 
Chinese  relations  are  largely  based  not  on  Chinese  sources,  but  on  secondary 
works  in  English.    What  the  Peking,  historians  have  chiefly  done  is  to  select 
and  add  color  to  certain  unsavory  but  isolated  facts  already  noted  by  Ameri- 
can historians  like  Dennett  and  Griswold 一一 such  as  the  American  role  in  the 
nine t ee nt h-c ent ury  opium  trade  or  the  Navy  Department ， s  recommendation  at 
the  turn  of  the  century  that  the  United  States  should  acquire  a  base  on  the 
China  coast  (a  proposal  that  was  never  presented  to  the  Chinese  government) . 
Even  on  their  favorite  subject,  the  treatment  of  Chinese  immigrants  in  the 
United  States,  Chinese  Communist  historians  have  relied  on  American  accounts, 
such  as  that  of  Coolidge,    It  was  not  until  the  publication  in  1958  of  a 
booklet  by  an  American-trained  scholar  who  before  1949  was  a  Chinese  staff 
member  of  the  Library  of  Congress  that  attention  was  paid  to  the  considerable 
body  of  Chinese  materials  on  the  Chinese  in  the  United  States » 

Although  publishers  in  mainland  China  have  during  the  past  few  years 
put  out  a  staggering  amount  of  documentation  on  revolutionary  movements  at 
different  stages  of  modern  Chinese  history 一一 including  documents  on  numerous 
anti-foreign  outbreaks 一- it  is  evident  that  they  have  in  general  suppressed 
materials  which  would  show  the  positive  side  of  the  Western  influence  upon 
Chinese  life  and  thought.    In  the  Chung-kuo  shih-hsueh  lun—wen  so-yin--a 


two-volume  index  to  historical  articles  recently  published  and  consulted  in 
the  compilation  of  the  present  bibliography  (see  3»3»5) -- we  find  that  almost 
all  articles  speaking  favorably  of  American  or  British  cultural  influence 
have  been  omitted.    A  young  Chinese  Communist  seeking  knowledge  on  the  his- 
tory of  cultural  change  in  modern  China  will  surely  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  contact  with-  the  West  has  never  had  any  constructive  consequences  for 
modern  China.    One  can  hardly  expect  the  Communists  to  do  justice  to  the 
extensive  literature  on  Western  influence  which  must  still  exist  on  their 
library  shelves. 

It  behooves  us,  therefore,  to  make  the  fullest  possible  use  of  the  re- 
sources in  the  libraries  and  depositories  accessible  to  us.    This  work  pre- 
sents a  survey  of  relevant  Chinese  materials  in  one  American  library »  It 
is  hoped  that  this  preliminary  work  may  serve  to  stimulate  interest  in  other 
research  centers  concerned  with  American-Chinese  relations  and  that,  as  re- 
search progresses,  further  materials  will  be  uncovered* 

This  bibliography  is  itself  an  inadequate  acknowledgment  to  Dr.  A. 
K^ai-ming  Ch*iu,  the  Librarian  of  the  Chinese- Japanese  Library,  who  has 
built  up  the  co] lection  which  made  the  survey  possible.    We  wish  also  to 
thank  Mr.  John  T.  Ma  of  the  Missionary  Research  Library,  New  York,  who  gave 
us  valuable  suggestions,  and  Miss  Sally  Cheng,  who  kindly  proofread  our 
romanization  and  Chinese  characters.

Searching  for  materials  at  other  libraries 

NOTE;    In  the  absence  of  a  useful  union  catalogue,  the  best  method 
for  finding  a  book  or  periodical  from  other  libraries  in  the  United 
States  is  through  inquiry  by  correspondence .    For  books  and  periodi- 
cals useful  for  the  study  of  modern  China,  the  following  libraries 
should  be  contacted  first  %    Library  of  Congress^,  Columbia,  Hoover 
and  Harvard . 

For  many  years ,  the  Library  of  Congress  has  been  interested 
in  developing  a  union  catalogue  of  Chinese  books  in  the  various 
libraries  in  this  country.    Beginning  in  19^9,  a  file  has  been  de- 
veloped at  the  Library  of  Congress  on  the  basis  of  cards  of  newly- 
catalogued  books  submitted  by  the  various  libraries 。    But  these 
cards  are  not  complete,  and,        any  rate,  they  do  not  cover  the 
holdings  of  the  various  libraries  before  1949. 

A  new  plan  for  a  union  catalogue  of  Chinese  books  in  this 
country  is  now  being  considered.     It  is  also  planned  that  books 
catalogued  from  1958  on  will  be  included  in  the  printed  columns 
of  the  National  Union  Catalog,  published  by  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress. 

Finding  books  on  the  shelves 

NOTE;    Many  scholars  have  the  habit  of  browsing  through  the  library- 
book  shelves.    But  browsing  can  be  done  most  profitably  when  one  is 
already  familiar  with  the  classification  scheme  of  the  library.  More- 
over , books  are  often  absent  from  the  shelves  for  various  reasons. 
Serious  bibliographical  courage  can  only  be  achieved  by  checking  with 
the  shelf-lists  of  the  libraries. 

Both  in  systematic  browsing  and  in  checking  shelf -lists,  a 
knowledge  of  the  classification  scheme  is  essential .    In  most  Far 
Eastern  libraries  of  the  United  States,  the  standard  system  is  that 
of  Dr.  A。K。  Ch»iu  (see  5.2,4)。
